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Tho  loan  rate  on  U.  S.  No.  1  pinto  beans  produced  in  1S44  and  stored  on  farms 
in  approved  storage  structures  is  $5.50  a  hundred,  according  to  C.  V.  Hemphill, 
chairman  of  t1  e  State  AAA  Committee. 

The  loan  rate  on  U.  S.  No.  2  pintos  is   y5.35  a  hundred  pounds,  on  U.  S.  No.  3 
grade/  $5.10.    Rates  on  U.  S.  substandard  dry  edible  beans  (damaged  beans  and 
contrasting  classes  totaling  from  seven  to  ten  per  cent  )  scale  down  from  $4«97-%- 
to  $4*60  a  hundred  pounds. 

Bean  loans,  which  will  be  available  the  rest  of  the  year,  will  mature  on  de- 
mand, but  not  later  than  April  30,  1945.    All  loans  will  bear  interest  at  three 
per  cent  per  annum.

Larger  feed  supplies  and  a  favorable  margin  between  prices  for  grass  and  fed 
cattle  will  probably  result  in  the  feeding  of  more  cattle  this  fall  and  winter 
than  were  fed  last  year,  the  US  DA  predicts. 

Latest  estimates  indicate  that  the  supply  of  the  four  principal  feed  grains 
on  January  1  may  be  from  13  to  15  per  cent  larger  per  animal  unit  than  in  1943-44 
and--  about  equal  to  the  1233-42  average.

COTTON  LOAN  RATES  RAISED  53  POINTS 
Revised  loan  rates  on  L944  Nov;  Mexico  cotton,  showing  an  increase  from  92.5 
to  95  per  cent  of  parity,  wore  announced  today  by  W.  Leslie  Martin,  of  the  State 
AAA  Committee* 

The  revised  rates,  which  are  53  points  higher  than  the  old  rates,  are  21.63 
cents  a  pound  in  Artesia,  Carlsbad,  Hagerman,  and  Roswell  and  21.62  cents  a  pound 
in  Las  Crucos.    These  basic  rates  appl-"-.  to  middling  white  and  extra  white  cotton 
with  o.  15/16  inch  staple.

The  C launch-Pinto  Soil  Conservation  District  is  new  building  a  livestock 
Sipping  vrt  on  Supervisor  Sam  Brown's  ranch  in  the  north-central  part  of  the 
district.

MILITARY  NEEDS  LOVER  FERTILIZER  PROSPECTS 

Because  of  the  increased  military  use  of  materials  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
fertilizers,  prospective  supplies  of  nitrogen  and  phosphate  fertilizers  for  use 
on  1945  crops  have  declined  from  earlier  estimates. 

Too  nitrogen  suppl-  for  fertilizer  use  is  expected  to  be  588,000  tens,  as 
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compared  with  the  643,000  tons  allocated  for  fertilizer  usg  last  year*  Supor- 

phosphato  fertilizers  (18  per  eont  available  phosphorus)  arc  expected  to  roach 
7,000,000  tors— 600,000  tons  short  of  lest  year's  total. 

ADJ'-SIIVC-  TO  PEACETIME  MARKET  AGRICULTURE1 S  31 G  PROBLEM 

Adjusting  from  a  wartime  to  a  peacetime  market  will  be  the  number  one  problem 
of  post-war  agriculture,  in  the  opinion  of  Leo  Marshall,  YfFA's  director  of  dis- 
tribute nj  but  he  is  confidert  of  the  ability  of  government  and  industry  to  market 
government  reserves  r.t  the  end  of  the  war. 

Director  Llarshall  points  out  that  the  greatly  expanded  ..wartime  agricultural 
production  of  -any  commodities  will  be  too  lar*?  for  the  home  market  in  the  post- 
war period.    "The  amount  of  food  Americans  will  oet- is  limited  by  the  size  of  both- 
their  stomachs  and  their  p cckotbooks,"  he  said.    "And  neither  appears  likely  to  be 
large  enough  to  provide  a  domestic  market  for  all  t'.:e  food  now  being  produced  on 
farms  geared  to  the  extraordinary  wartime  demands," 

AAA  GETS  SURPLUS  PROPERTY  DISPOSAL  JOB 

Although' administrative  details  have  not  yet  been  an ounce d#  the  Surplus 
property  Act  of  1944  provides  for  AAA  collaboration  with  the  Surplus  Property 
Board  in   >covgrams  for  the  acquisition  and  disposition  of  trucks,  machinery,  and 
equipment  in  areas  where  shortages  threaten  to  hinder  farm  production.
